While these are his plans nov, 
there is no assurance that they will be carried out. The 
plans for the Urban Renewal in the Square will give the 
assurance needed.

Whatever personality clashes have arisin among menbers of 

board of the Housing Authority have had 1ittlé effect on 
the work accomplished. While the clashes have been publi- 
eized, the work bas not. The Housing for the Elderly on Bur- 
Lington Ave. has proceeded orderly and the town is becoming 
justly proud of the apartments erected for the aged. If the 
menbers of the board let off steam rather than nurse petty 
grudges and hold up progress as do members of other govern- 
ment agencies in the tom. perhaps it is better in the long 
run as the end is being realized, 

It 1s apparent that much criticism of the Housing Author! 
ty results from personal dislike of it's members. This 1 
true in any public office, But in the best interest of the 
town the program itself should be supported on it’s own 
merit. 

‘The Tom of Wilmington is one of two small towns in the 
state that has funds waiting for it. It is difficult at pre- 
sent to have an application accepted, particularly since 
money has tightened. To let go of what we have in our grasp 
would be the most foolhardy step ever taken in Wile!
